Among the luxurious garments of the 
winter are ribbed under-vesta of silk or 
wool, or a mixture of both, made to fit 
tho figure as oloaely as a jersey, yet 
sufliciently elastic (or comfort; these 
do away witli the wrinkles of the 
clumsy garments hitherto worn, cover- 
log the body evonlv, and are warm 
wlihoat being heavy. There are ribbed 
vests entirely of silk tor those who do 
not like wool next the flesh, and cash- 
mere garments for those who prefer to 
have Aom all wool ; while for those who 
like very substantial nnder-wear there 
are merino ribbed vests In whinh Is a 
little cotton to movent shrinkage. Silk 
and wool mixed vesta are very soft and 
ollnging, and there are othora uf zepliyr 
WOM made by hand in large wide riba 
that stretch out to an almost smooth 
surface when worn. Drawers to cor- 
respond may be had In moat of those 
fabrlee, and the merino ribbed fabrics 
are alao to bo had In tho oombiuaUon 
anlts that consist of a single garment 
that covers the wearer from neck to 
ankles. It is be.^t to buy ribbed gar- 
monlA of larger slues than are needed 
for those of plain fabrics. The fancy at 
present is (or oolored nnder-wear in 
pale shades of pink, blue oi Hesb-oolor, 
or in lino Btri|)«s of these colors with 
white or some contrasting color. Most 
of these gsrmenis have a lace-like 
flnlib around the naok aMl sleeves. In 
which narrow ribbon is tnsertM to 
draw thom together. BHght .aparkit- 
ribl>ed gnrniunt« aro ahowa Mtk Ul silk 
and wool, and there are many black 
ones also. Another fancy la to have a 
vest or plastron of a dilTeront color in 
the vest The fluest silk or cashmere 

f;arraonts are ahAwn in-tiny veata for 
nfanta, and there are also crocheted 
senbyr wool baby ahirta; for larger 
chile Iren aro monno ribbed veals but- 
toned down the back. 

Manufacturers of "bright" silk and 
fine woolen nndor-woar are changing 
the ahapes of vests, making thcni tit 
more closely about the waist and follow 
tlie outlines of the form. Some of those 
are now liiiiahed with torchon or other 
linen laces around the neck and sleevea. 
There seems to be a general protost 
against wearing very heavy and bu^ 
densome under^otldii g of all kbids, 
and it Is espeohdly deHrabIa for sani- 
tary reasons that the fabric next the 
skin should bo of light open texture. 
In washing aueh garmenta warm soap- 
suds- not hot— anonld be need. The 
garment should be soaksd in this tepid 
bath, and handled as little as possible. 
A little ammonia may be put in tiie 
water. Soap ahould never oe rubbed 
on niea wool or tllk .MrmaiUia; . They 
should be rinsed In eledr water of the 
same tompornturo as the suds, and this 
wator should be squeezed out without 
wringing. Whon drying the article 
ahooM be hung up at full lengtn, and 
should be perfectly dry before it is 
ironed ; many laundresses oh)eet to iron- 
ing suoh garments at all, preferring to 
stretoh them into proper site ana 
smootbBsis.— JKwysr's .Basor.

Newman. James Deutoii, U. W. 01*681, 
appointed to viait the various mines 
iu the Slate in which convict labor 
is employed, aud to ascertain wlioth- 
t'rSeo9.9and 12 of tho act under 
which said convicU are leased had 
been coiQplied.wIth made their re- 
port. 

The report covers about eighteen 
pages of legal csp accompanied by a 
voluniinous batch of testimony, and 
Its diaclosurea were a surprise to even 
those who had most strenuously op- 
posed tbe infitmons system of leasing 
convlcte without the prison walls. 
The report was ordered printed, and 
will by to-morrow, be laid on the 
desks of the logialators, so that all 
may see the true state of affairs ex- 
isting at tbe convict camps in Ken- 
tucky. Tbe Committee were unani- 
mous In their report— about Ihe first 
time any Legislative Committee has 
been unanimous on a penitentiary 
topic— and their investigations con- 
firmed all tliat has been charged aud 
said ou tho subject. In brief the re- 
port shows.the convioU are worked 
in mud and water. Where they often 
have to lie or stand all day, that they 
are huddled together In filthy beds, 
infested with vermin, iu narrow ac- 
commodations, two III s bunk, fed on 
badly cooked food, frozen niest, etc., 
snd poorly cisd. They are niiinerci- 
fuliy beaten and lashed on tlie bare 
back, and treated more like hogs than 
human beings. It is shown that the 
contractors have in many ways vio- 
lated their eontraet, eitlier in acts of 
omission or edmiulssion, and that hu- 
manity demands its unconditional 
rescission. 

Tho report is a revelation of such a 
slate of affairs, as it Isd lliciilt to con- 
ceive can exist in a civilized land.

The Striken BMomt Oilininals. 

Ft. Worth, April 3.— What had 
been predictctl has come lo pass. 
The striking Ivniglits of I.aliur and 
the ofliecrs of the law have mot in 
deadly coullicl. Two ollluers fatally 
wounded and a lliird shot through 
both hips are the casualties on the 
side of law. Of the strikers, so far as 
can be aaoertaiued, only one has been 
wounded. 

Richard Townsend, a special depu- 
ty sheriff, WM shot in the back is he 
stood on the engine, the ball passing 
through his left lung and ooming out 
on Ills loft side. 

I'olicc Officer Fuiford was shot 
through both thighs. Special Officer 
Dick Townsend was isbot twice 
ihrough the loft breast near the nip- 
ple. Hu died at 6:30 thia afternoon. 
Special Officer Cliaries Suead was 
shot tliroHKli Ihe throat and jaw. 
Ills wounds are fatal. Dr». Volkcr 
and Farnin, (if liie .MissonrI P.-tciflc 
ho8|iilal, say (liat Sm ad and Fuiford 
cannot pos>iii!y snrvivc. Only one 
of the strikers, Tom \aiice, a swilcli- 
inan, was wiiuiided. He is said to 
he shot through the groin. 

About iil'ly sliots were (Ired in all, 
wren the posse seeing it was useless 
to light Win.'hcsters with revolvers, 
placed the nouinled officers aboard 
the train and returned to the union 
depot. The strikers remained at the 
acene of the conflict for some time af- 
ter the train returned to the city, 
when tbey secured the Wlooheater of 
their wounded eompanion and star 
ted for Breamore bottom. Nance 
waa left on the prairie. 

Aa aoon u the train raaehed the 
city tbepoase waa re-formed and 
armed with Winchesters and started 
in pursuit of llie iiiurderers. It is 
auimated that there were twenty 
men among the strikers, but of those 
only five or six carried Winchesters. 

Tom Nance, Iho wounded striker, 
was brought to this city in a wagon 
this afternoon and as soon as the of- 
ficers learned of his whereabouts lie 
was carried to jail, where he will be 
strongly guarded. No other arrests 
have as yet been made. 

The Knights of Labor claim that 
the first shot was fired by the officers, 
but the weight of the testimony Is 
agalnat the proposition. Tim Wil 
son, who waa ou the engine and with 
In three feet of Dick Townaend, who 
was shot in the baok, alatea positive 
ly that the flrat lire eama tnm the 
strlkera. D. L. Stewart, who was an 
eye wltneaa to the abooting, gives il 
as his opinion that the atrlkera fired 
first. " 

Sheriff Maddox this afternoon or 
ganlzed two companies of citizens, 
who were armed with Winchester 
carbines, and inarched to the depot, 
the avowed deterniinalion being to 
suppress all opposition lo law. 

No fin llier attempt will probably 
bo inado lo move trains before Mon- 
day. The posse will probably bo 
kept under arms night and day. 

The people are in a terrible slate of 
excitement, and appear comi)lelely 
dumb founded. 

The breach between the law and 
the strikers has been widened and 
the bitterest expressions can be heard 
on every aide. There are hundreds 
f Knighta of Labor in the oity who 
do not appear to regret the occur- 
rence of today. 

It has been learned that the strik- 
ers purchased ten Winebeslei' rifles 
in this city. The namea of two of 
the men who carried riflea have been 
learned. 

The mayor has Issued a proclama- 
tion appointing seventy-five deputy 
policemau and ordering all saloons 
lo remain closed until Wednesday. 
A petition has been sent Gov. Ireland 
for state rangers and military trans- 
portation for troops has been applied 
lor from Iteceiver Sheldon. 

A liigli wind is blowing to-niglit, 
and if a riot occurs Ihe wliolc town 
will bo an easy prey to the flames. 
Tho streets are filled with armed 
men. Kvery precaution is being 
taken to prevent trouble. 

Il is thought if to-idght is tided 
over there will be no further danger 
ot mob violence, as Ihe troops will be 
hereby to-morrow nijilit.

Tlie discovery of tobacco by the 
Europeans like the discoveiy of 
America can be altributcil to Colum- 
bus. Ill Novciiil)ei', 1492, two sail- 
ors wereseiitby Culuiiibus intoCiil)a 
on an exploring expeditiou, ami tliey 
related upon tlieir return, among tlie 
otiier weuders which attracted their 
observation, a custom wlilch tvas 
prevalent with tlie natives, of puffing 
smoke from their mouths and noses. 
Upu mora lutimatP acquaintance 
'With the natives they found that they 
burned the dried leaves of a weed or 
herb in hollow canes, from which 
tbev puffed the smoke, and the word 
"tobacco" was derived from the 
name by wbicb these primitive pips 
were kuown. The weed, which has 
above all others establiahed iiselfiti 
the affections of the peoole, has ))ccn 
greatly abused because of certain in- 
jurious qualilicH wlilcli it lias been 
claimed to contain, but it may bo of 
intereat to iU frienda to know that a 
chemical analyifa establishes li 
in the position of first cousin to the 
common Irish potato so far as it poi- 
sonous qualities are concerned. 

The use of tobacco was introduced 
into England by Sir AValter Ralcigii ; 
now, the smoke from thia weed walli 
its fragrant breath flrom ono end of 
the world to the other. 

The market this week for dark to- 
bacco has not developed any new 
features, and llie buuic dullness and 
low range of values for common to- 
bacco, which hat existed for sonic- 
Ume past, still hangs over the mar- 
ket without any very cheering pros- 
pects. The better grades of dark 
leaf bold their position without any 
indications of weakening. A fi;w 
extra fine hogsheads of dark wrap- 
pera have been sold on this market 
witliiu the past few days at extreme- 
ly high prices. Sales for the week 
anount to 2,752 lio^ehcads. Sales 
since January Isl, 'i.'i,;i03 hogsheads.

The number of troops still station- 
ed at Greenwood iirolecliiig the con- 
victs iu tlie iiiincs llieie is si.\ly-five. 
Thirty of these have been on duty 
eighteen days and the remainder ten 
days. The average cost for main- 
taiuiug the entire nuiiibcr. Gen. Cas- 
tleman states, is .1!125 a day. and ilic 
total amount e.vpeiided so far by ilie 
Stale has lieuii considerably over 
12,000, the cost of getting tlie troops 
111 readiness and conveying them to 
the mines having been considerable. 
Gen. CaStlenian was seen by a Times 
reporter this mnniliif; and -aid : 

"I have no idea Imw long the (Jciv- 
eriior will keep tlie troojis there, or 
how long the circiiiiislances will jus- 
tify tlieir remaining. Tiiey will be 
kept thereuntil all lUnger ofinlei- 
fi'ience with the convicts is pas.sed 
There is not Ihe !.lij,'lilest danger of 
an outbreak as long as the men are 
slatinncd Ihere, but I cannot say what 
would happen in case they are re- 
moved. Nearly all of those compos- 
ing tlie mllilia are young bnaiiicss 
men, and coni-iderable sacrifice on 
tlieir part is iif i-e.-sary. A iiiiiiilicr 
of them are clerks, and entertain IVai 
of losing their positions, but I do noi 
think their nnrssiness on that score 
is well founded. Ill all my experience 
vvilli lln' militia in this Slate I have 
only found two men mean enough to 
discharge eiiiptoyes because tliey be- 
longed to the State Giiaids and had 
to respond to the call of duly in pre- 
serving the peace and dignity of Ihe 
Commonwealth. We liave these two 
men lu our list as models of mean- 
ness. One thing i« assured: Tiie 
troops will be called in just as soon 
as the circumstances justify sucli a 
course."
